HERE is a very special 
T interest for hire purchase 
furnishers in an exclusive 

Story published in this week’s 
issue. It outlines a new form of 
insurance cover which, although 
it has been popular in the States 
since the war, has only recently 
been introduced into this country. 

Briefly, for a premium of about 
two per cent on the total amount 
of a trader’s outstanding hire 
purchase debts, he may insure all 
his customers against inability to 
maintain payments through ill- 
ness, unemployment or accident. 
*x* Policies covering accidents, 
and deaths from accidents, have 
not been uncommon for some 
time: but the new form of insur- 
ance covers perhaps the most 
frequent causes of overdue pay- 
ments. 

It is apparently a very simple 
transaction. No _ medical ex- 
amination is necessary, and the 
customer has merely to fill in a

short form. Then, in the event of 
sickness or unemployment, the 
trader receives from the insurance 
company a_ weekly payment, 
equal to a quarter of the monthly 
instalment, for the whole period 
of incapacity or unemployment. 
*&x* Our correspondent says 
that already the furniture trade 
accounts for something like a half 
of all the credit insurance policies 
issued. And, since this new-type 
cover has proved so successful in 
America and has already been 
adopted in this country by certain 
multiple furnishers in London and 
the Midlands, it is likely to be- 
come a permanent factor in our 
hire purchase trading. 

Perhaps one of its greatest 
benefits is that the trader will be 
saved from the embarrassment of 
sifting customers’ tales of woe, 
and deciding whether lenient or 
severe treatment is necessary with 
those who say they cannot, tem- 
porarily, maintain their payments. 


London had a Vast Furniture 
Industry in the 1700's 


[" you were to ask the average man 
in-the-street the names of some 
eighteenth century furniture makers, 
he would probably give you Chip 
pendale, Sheraton, Hepplewhite, Adam 

and possibly Shearer. Yet in the 
period between 1660 and 1840 there 
were hundreds of _ highly-skilled 
cabinetmakers and upholsterers whose 
work had equal value, although it has 
become overshadowed by the famous 
names of those who have been dubbed 
the Old Masters. 

In a book just published, which will 
probably prove more interesting to fur 
niture men than many that have 
appeared during recent years, SIR 
Amprose Heat has brought to light 
the names of eminent makers whose 
work places them on a par with those 
craftsmen whose publications have 
made them widely known. 

In this book* no fewer than 210 
pages are devoted to a selected list 


of cabinetmakers, upholsterers, carvers 
and gilders working in London be- 
tween 1660 and 1840, with reproduc- 
tions of many beautifully engraved 
trade cards in use during the period 

Some of these trade cards show 
designs of fine eighteenth century 
furniture, many of which are at first 
indistinguishable from the work of 
such famous men as Chippendale and 
Sheraton but which, on closer inspec 
tion, show considerable deviations in 
style. 

Sir Ambrose, with the aid of care 
fully documented information by such 
authorities as Ralph Edwards, Mar- 
garet Jourdain, Constance 
H. Clifford Smith and R. W. Symonds, 
has been able not only to track down 
these makers of fine furniture but to 
give their dates and the addresses of 
their workshops. 

This proves that. contrary to 
veneral belief, there was a vast and 
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flourishing cabinetmaking industry in 
London during the eighteenth century 
and not just a few scattered work- 
shops like that in St. Martin’s Lane 
Little is known about the size and 
‘ondition of these workshops during 
the period but them must 
have been on considerable 
scale. Chippendale had been estal

Furniture Store Ads 


OMMENTING on retail furniture 
advertising to store executives 
taking a refresher course at North 
Carolina University recently, Market- 
ing Professor Kenneth R. Davis said 
that the average retailer could not 
measure the effectiveness of his adver- 
tising; there was no set amount that 
should be spent on advertising; there 
was no universally correct procedure 
for using available ad. funds; and, 
because the advertising results could 
not be measured, the retail furnisher 
must rely on fundamental principles 
that had been tried and tested in other 
lines of business. 

The Professor thought that furni- 
ture retailers had a lot to learn about 
advertising their merchandise, as com- 
pared with other trades. 

Here are eight ideas for successful 
furniture store advertising, listed by 
the professor, which apply just as 
much to the British as to the Ameri- 
can trade: 

(1) Simplicity is important even in 
price-appeal furniture ads. (2) The 
ad. should be designed to control the 
reader’s eye movements. (3) Do not 
use borders except for small ads. (4) 
Store signature or name should be 
placed near the headline. (5) Head- 
lines are often too short; they should 
indicate the name of the article (in- 
cluding brand, if possible) and also 
the selling appeal as well as a use 
suggestion. (6) Verbs are the key- 
words in writing effective advertising 
copy. (7) You cannot be specific— 
and you must be—and continue to 
use clichés. (8) Most advertising 
“copy” has words that serve no pur- 
pose and just get in the way.

Avoid Too Much Mechanical 
Handling 


Materials handling does not always, 
nor necessarily, mean mechanical hand- 
ling Indeed too much mechanical 
handling equipment has at times proved 
to be a detriment rather than an 
advantage 

It may be that rearrangement of 
existing machines alone will speed 
up production by as much as 20 per 


cent. A conveyor or elevator here and 
there might increase production by a 
further 50 per cent. It might be that 
one section of the line is a bottleneck 
cutting down production in the follow- 
ing section, and it might be that 
mechanisation would greatly increase 
production. Finally, it might be the 
that the whole line needs 
mechanising thereby increasing output 
by a hundred or even two hundred per 
cent 

Some figures have fascinated me 
since I discovered them whilst on pro- 
duction research some years ago. “A 
century ago groups of a_ hundred 
natives—both men and women—were 
used for carrying coal in buckets 
from one place to another, their com- 
plete total output being three tons per 
working day.

Avoid Haphazard Movement 


Another common sight is the zig- 
zag order of machines inside the fac- 
tory. A shop laid out with machines 
each side of a gangway is not usually 
at its best with cross-cut saws on one 
side, straight line edgers on the other, 
then over the gangway to planing and 
moulding machines, back again to 
gang-mortisers, spindle moulders, and 
so on. This zig-zagging movement 
puts the handled ton per finished pro- 
duct up in leaps and bounds. It is by 
flow-line diagrams that this haphazard 
movement is easily detected. 

From here planning should com- 
mence so that an ordered sequence of 
movements in a forward direction is, 
if possible, established. Remember, 
it is not necessary, nor always con- 
venient, to keep materials flowing in 
a dead straight line. What should be 
aimed for is, as has already been said. 
an ordered sequence of movements in 
a forward direction.

Before going on to describe equip- 
ment I want to give a few rules which 
more or less sum up what I| have said 
so far. 

(1) When making a materials hand- 
ling survey, ask yourself the question : 
“Must we handle at all?” (2) Ex- 
amine your plant layout by drawing 
up flow-line diagrams. Pinpoint the 
weak spots and rearrange, if neces- 
sary, both departments and machines. 
In other words, consider whether the 
present sequence of operations is 
giving optimum service. (3) If a more 
thorough survey is required make a 
work study and draw up a chart so 
that again weak spots may be pin- 
pointed when operations even of the 
operators may be revised. (4) 
Wherever possible make sure that 
materials do not touch the floor but 
move forward in an_ uninterrupted 
flow. (5) Where possible mechanise 
processing as well as handling opera- 
tions between stages of processing. 


New Side Lift Fork Truck

5 ft., fork 3 ft. 4 in., long, can operate 
in a 5 ft. 6 in. wide gangway and lift 
and stack loads of 6,600 pounds to a 
height of 13 ft. Its speed of travel 
when loaded is 15 m.p.h th 
A more powerful version of this 
truck has an over-all width of 9 ft. 
with fork 6 ft. 6 in., and oper rational 
in a gangway of 9 ft. 6 in. wide. This 
model can lift and stack loads of 
10,000 pounds to a height of 12 ft. 
and has a speed of travel of 30 m.p.h. 
The conventional fork lift truck, 
because of its narrow wheel base and 
instability, has never been a practical 
unit for handling lengthy loads and 
anyway the very wide gangways which 
would be required would have ruled 
out its use. Now, however, we have 
a truck that does not have these 
deficiencies.

7,500 ft. Timber Stacked in 1 Hour 


Another recent addition to industry 
in this country is a portable stacker 
capable, with three men, of stacking 
7,500 feet of timber per hour; it is 
adjustable in speed and made in stan- 
dard heights of 16, 18, 20 and 24 feet. 
The discharge is automatic so that 
jamming is prevented if the machine 
is unattended. 

This unit is reputed to have cut 
handling costs in the stacking of tim- 
ber by at least 50 per cent. 

Whilst the side-lift fork truck will, 
in many factories, replace the jib and 
derrick crane, the overhead travelling 
crane is still very useful for handling 
timber in bulk. 

One of its advantages is that such 
a unit could be put up in a stockyard 
and could span almost every square 
inch of floor area; another advan- 
tage is that the hei ight of stacking is 
only governed by the clearance under 
the crane and load, 

Whilst in the crane category there is 
another very useful type. It has 
infinite possibilities for not only can 
the crane cover the area within its 
own span of runway track but is also 
transferable from bay to bay so that 
the area covered is unlimited. It also 
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1 (left) shows a state of affairs which is unfortunately not uncommon. Flow of work between machines 
is Phase and parts continually cross the gangways. Fig. 2 (right) shows how the same plant can be 
reorganised so that work moves forward in a smooth and uninterrupted flow.

has the added advantage of branch- 
offs and is thus able to follow a zig- 
zag path to a predetermined spot. 

Finally, we notice that the operator 
can lower both his cabin and the hoist 
to the ground, leave his cabin, secure 
the load and take it on its journey 
single-handed. 

This unit has many possibilities in 
the small and medium-size factory. 


Disposing of Offcuts 


One problem that seems to rear its 
head quite frequently in the furniture 
manufacturing industry is the disposal 
of off-cuts from machines to a cen- 
tral pile somewhere in the yard 

A system of small belt conveyors 
(or chain conveyors) linking up at 
various points would, I believe, relieve 
this situation considerably. Such a 
system could be easily arranged in 
those factories where machine follows 
machine so that one belt conveyor run- 
ning along the backs of the machines 
would collect from each one and trans- 
fer the load in bulk to the central 
pile, or direct to the furnaces. 

I think that perhaps one of 
most versatile items of 
specific value to the furniture manu- 
facturing industry is roller conveyor. 

In this class of equipment there are 
three divisions : (1) Gravity, (2) Part- 
powered, (3) Fully-powered. 


Advantages of Spraying Tunnels 


One weak point in many industrial 
plants is in the spraying and drying 
process. At this point the articles are 
put down, picked up and moved—in 
other words manhandled—more than 
during any other part of the process 

Spraying and drying tunnels are 
becoming more and more useful in 
eliminating the obvious bottlenecks 
caused by such hand-to-hand methods 
This automatic process not only pre- 
vents the operative from ultimate ill- 
health but keeps the material flowing 
continuously thereby taking the com- 
modity off the floor and saving valu- 
able floor space. Such a tunnel would 
be made up from mild sheet steel with

an overhead chain conveyor or wire 
belt conveyor running through it. A 
series of spray pipes would be fitted 
in the tunnel and play on the carried 
furniture. 

There are thousands of hook and 
attachment designs and methods of 
turning the article of furniture in the 
spraying tunnel and, if required, in 
the drying tunnel. 


Three Useful Slat Conveyors 


The slat conveyor is useful for in- 
spection and for carrying the finished 
articles to storage. 

With the majority of equipment, 
possible arrangements are of para- 
mount importance, and will often 
govern the type ultimately installed. 

There are three classes of slat con- 
veyor : 

(1) Those which convey in a 
longitudinal path only, simply for con- 
veying from point to point whether in 
an inclined or horizontal plane or in 
a combination of both. (2) Those 
which convey in a horizontal path only 
and are excellent for inspection. (3) 
Finally there is the class for convey- 
ing in both a longitudinal and hori- 
zontal path. This method is excellent 
for combining processing and inspec- 
tion on the same line 

16 Chairs at a Time 
Once the finished product has been 
packed, or protected from scratching 

bs wrapping, the final stage of stack- 
ing in storage may arise. It would 
not be unusual for 16 chairs to be 
handled, eight on each pallet, at one 
and the same time. The special method 
of fixing the chairs and palletisation

\ very popular development in this 
direction is in the handling of large 
pieces of furniture simply by fixing 
wood strips to the bottom to allow the 
prongs of the truck to pass under 
ready for lifting.

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Most Of Conveyors 


cushioned with rubber, to prevent tear- 
ing the packing and ultimately scratch- 
ing the polished finish of the article. 

Our case study is a simple one and 
covers only part of a well-mechanised 
company, Peerless Built-in Furniture, 
Ltd., manufacturing cabinets, dressers, 
cupboards and wardrobes. The fac- 
tory covers some 34 acres and has a 
clear floor space of 100,000 sq. ft 

The portion with which we are con- 
cerned is the sawmill. Rough baulks 
fed into this mill first become boards 
and are then sawn and planed to the 
correct sizes without being man- 
handled. 

The first part of the journey to the 
sawmill is made from the drying sheds 
where baulks of specially selected tim- 
ber are stored. Wagons take the tim- 
ber direct to the mill entrance where 
they are fed on to powered roller con- 
veyor 1, in. Fig. 3, that takes them 
to a band resaw having a cutting capa- 
city of 90 feet per minute. From the 
saw the planks discharge on to con- 
veyor 2 that carries and feeds them— 
via a plough—on to a cross chain con- 
veyor, 15. This conveyor, passing be- 
neath conveyor 14 discharges on to 
powered roller convevor 16 that takes 
the boards to a five-cutter planing and 
moulding machine at a sufficient rate 
of flow so that the machine is fully 
utilised 


Use of Special Ploughs 


Before going further may I explain 
the reason for the ploughs shown 
dotted on the diagram. It may well 
be that . number of the planks need 
ripping by the roller feed saw or re- 
quire to pass through the band resaw 
more than once. In such cases, the 
dotted ploughs are put into action so 
that the timber will pass either to 
chain conveyor 3, roller conveyor 4, 
chain conveyor 5, and back on to con- 
veyor 1, journeving on to the band re- 
saw, or pass to chain conveyor 6, 
roller conveyors 7 and 13, chain con- 
veyor 9, then on to roller conveyor 
10 to the roller feed saw. Both these
